RAILROAD MATIERS. 


St. Paul Pioneer Press, Oct. 20.—The reg- 
ular monthly meeting of the local passenger 
association will be held at the St. Paul union 
The mecting promises to be of 
more than ordinary interest. For several days 
past there has been a controversy between the 
Manitoba and Northern Pacific regarding 
routes to points in British Columbia. — This, 
since the opening of the Canadian Pacific, has 
been considered competitive territory, and the 
rates quoted to points starting from a common 
The Canadian Pacitic is now anxious 
to reduce its rates to these points, and has 
instructed the Manitoba to see that the re- 
duction is made in the next issue of the local 
rate sheet. The Northein Pacitic objects to 
the reduction being made, claiming that it is 
notling more nor less than cutting rates. — It 


‘takes tae ground that one road cannot name a 


rate to a Competitive point which is not accept 
able to the competing line. Under the rules 
the objection of one road 


, will for the time being prevent such a rate 
| being placed in the rate sheet. 


The matter is 
then referred to a committee appointed for the 
purpose, whose decision shall be final. “The 
Canadian Pacitic claims that it is not cutting 
tart in making such a reduction, but it ts 
simply placing itself on a footing with other 
lines. It wants the rate 
reduced to such an extert that it will cost a 
travel over its roads to 
Victoria than it does tu go over one of the 
the Southern roads, from a point equi-distant, 
to San Francisco. =‘This would make the rate 
from St Paul to Victoria $65, while the 
Northern Pacific rate to Portland is $75. With
